Sighet is located at a distance of one kilometer 
which forms the border between Rumania c\nd the U. 
the nearest Soviet village to the town* 

Until 19535 Sighet was a frontier zone and its inhabitants carried 
identity cards marked with a triangular stamp, across which was wrii 
”Zona De Front iera” (Frontier Zone). Visitors to the town had to apply 
for a special permit from their own local militia office and reported 
to the Sighet militia within a few hours of their arrivalo Today the 
town is freely accessable and no militia identity checks take plac 
either in the railroad station, streets or private hemes. A comp. 

Frontier Guard troops, comprising seme 150 to 22 men, is stationed in 
the town. > 

Along the border, a strip of land 200 to 300 meters wide is re-plou] 
every evening and on the edge of the strip there is a wooden fence lo20 
to 1.40 meters high. At a distance of sane 200 to 250 meters from the 
fence, strong searchlights, mounted on watch-towers 30 to 40 meters high 
illuminate the entire area throughout the night-time. In addition to the 
permanent Frontier Guard observation posts, three-men mobile squads 5 Q)('|_| 
continuously patrol along the border 
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A broad-gauge railway track from lasinya - Rakhov (USSR) crosses the RTjmanian 
frontier at Valea Viseului, reaching the Bocicoiul Mare railway station and 
continuing to Sighet and Cimpulung La Tisa, where it crosses back into the USSR. 
At the Ganara-Sighet and Cimpulung La Tisa railway stations, freight is man- 
handled from Soviet to Rumanian trains and vice-versa. There are no facilities 
for changing wheels at Sighet. Timber is the main export from Sighet to the 
USSR.

7* In 195^9 the wooden bridge which spanned the Tiza River was demolished and 

replaced by a concrete bridge 30 to 40 meters long by approximately 6 meters wide, 
which had no pavement for pedestrians. The old concrete bridge still spans 
the railway tracks. 

8. Following are details of the town^s public institutions: 

a. The Party and U.T.M. district committees occupy a fine two-story building 
on Strada Ilya Ehrenburg, which was constructed by the Hungarians during 
I 94 O-I 944 to house a kindergarten.. 
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b. The district council, income tax, district trade unions, and health depart- 
ment offices occupy the 120 meters long, two-story former Prefectura building, 
which stands between Plata Unirii, Strada I.V# Stalin and Strada V.I. Lenin. 

c. The town council, the anti-aircraft Defense (AIA) H.Q. and the Association of 
Volunteers for Supporting the Defense of the Homeland (A.V.S.A.P.) occupy 
the former town hall, a large two-story building which stands on the ODrner 

of the Foimer Setater, in Piata Unirii. 

d. The town and district court, the general prosecution, the state notary and 
the office of the legal aid collective occupy the old court-house on the 
corner of Strada Bogdan Voda, on Strada I,.G. Duca. 

e. Immediately after the above-mentioned court-house, a prison for criminals 
serving sentences up to life imprisonment stretches over an area reaching 
to Strada Gheorghe Sincai. 


f. The militia occupies a 20 by 20 meter single-story building at Nos. 10 or 
12, Strada Mihai Viteazul, which was constructed by the Hungarians during 
World War II, to house the offices of the forestry authorities. 


g. The Securitate occupies an identical building next door to the Militia, 
which was also constructed by the Hungarians during World War II. 



The post and telegraph office and the telephone exchange occupy the old two- 
story building on Strada Bogdan Voda. Sighet has a three- figure semi- 
automatic telephone exchange. 


9. Following are details of the town’s banks: 

a. The State and Agricultural Banks occupy the three-story former National Bank 
building on Strada Republicei. 

b. The Investments Bank is located on the ground floor of a two-story building 
bn Strada I.V. Stalin, which formerly housed a pastry shop. The second story 
is divided into private apartments. 

c. The savings bank (CEC) occupies the ground floor of a two- story building in 
Piata Unirii. The second story of this building is also divided into private 
apartments. 

10. Following are details of cinemas: 


a. A 500-seat cinema occupies a foimer four-grade high school ' building which is 
located between Strada Bogdan Voda and Strada Deportatilor, in Piata Unirii. 
The building also houses the radio amplifier station. 

b. A cinema, whose construction was canpleted in 19 5S, is located on the right- 
hand side of Strada Republicei, coming frcm the direction of the central 
railway station. 

11. There is only one state hotel in Si^et. It occupies the two-story, 25-rocm 
foimer ”Korona” hotel building, wh^hMs' located on the corner of the foimer 
Korona Ucca, in Piata Unirii. 


12. Following are military objectives in Sighet: 

a. The fire brigade occupies a three-story building, 40 meters long which was 
constructed by the Hungarians during World War II on the right-hand side of 
Strada Bogdan Voda, coming from the direction of the town ceeteT* 
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b« The military coramissariat occupies a siijgle-story building, which stands on the 
comer of Strada Ion Ghica, on Strada Qheor^e Sincai. 

c* The Frontier Guard company barrackst occupies a two-story building 25 by 20 meters 
in size on the left-hand side of Strada Dragos Voda, caning frcm the town center* 

d. The garrison ikeadquarters occupies the former infantry barracks located by the 
small railway station on Strada Dragos Voda. 

13* Following are schools: 

a. A boys* high school occupies a three-story building on the corner of the former 
Iskola Ucca, on Strada Mihai Viteazul. 

b. A teachers* training college occupies the former girls hi^ school building in 
Fiat a Unirii. 

14* Industrial plants in Si^et include the following; 

a. An old power station is located on the left-hand side of Strada 23 August, ccming 
from the town center* Its equipment is quite obsolescent and it has a poor odtput* 

yi In 195s, the construction was completed of a hydro-electric power station, which is 

/ located at the end of Strada Dragos Voda, on the ri^t-hand side of the road coming 

/ from the town center. Since this station went into operhtion, the town has had 

y 220 volts A.C.,' as opposed to the former 110 volts current and there have been no 
shortages or failures in the electricity supply. 

c. The former salt grinding plant (Somalon) is now a large box, barrel and furniture 
factory, which belongs to the local council. The factory employs some 4OO workers 

in two shifts. 

d. The **Forestiera** sawmill still stands on its former site, on the banks of the 
Tisa River. 

e. A brush factory, which employs approximately 400 workers in two shifts, is located 
on the corner of Strada Avram lancu, on Strada Spitalului. 

f. The **Unitatea** woolen goods factory (sweaters, etc.), which employs apprcodmately 
500 workers in three shifts, occupies the area between the former Iskola Ucca 
and Setater, Strada Mihai Viteazul and Piata Unirii. 

g. The **30 Deconbrie** shoemakers* cooperative, which has seme I50 members, is 
located on the comer of Strada I.G. Duca, on Strada Bogdan Voda. 

h. A furniture factory, which employs between 350 - 400 workers in two shifts, is 
located in Strada Ilie f-intilie* 

15. Following are medical institutions in Sighet; 

a* The state hospital occupies a number of buildings on the comer of Strada Avram 
lancu on Strada Spitalului. Comprising some 700 beds, the hospital includes 
internal diseases, surgical, gynaecological, maternity, neurological, ear, nose, 
and throat, infectious diseases, eye and tuberculosis wards. 

b. The children* s hospital occupies the former ••Sport** Hotel, which was' constructed 

by the Hungarians during World War II on the banks of th^ Tiaa Rivei*; near 
Qradiha^Morii.:.' Mr: r ;;v' r; ’ ■'/i ' ■ . 

c. The tovi^ clinic occupies a three-story building, which was also constructed by the 
Hungarians during World War II on the comer of Strada Republicei, on Strada 
Spitalului. Until 1954, the building was occupied by the Militia. 
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d* The blood bank, which is located at 35 Strada Oieorghe Sincai, occupies a three- 
story building, 25 by 20 meters in size, which was constructed during World War 
II, T(dien it housed a mother and child care center. 

16. Following are details of public transport facilities; 

a. The Rata bus station occupies the former "Panonia" Hotel building, next to the 
central railway station. 

b. Sighet has the following two internal bus routes: 

1) From the railway station to the ^Ccmlemn^* Plant and back, via Strada 
Republicei, Strada V. I. Lenin, Piata Unirii, Strada Bogdan Voda and 
Strada Dragos Voda. 

2) From the railway station to Vad Village, via Strada Republicei, Strada 
V.I. Lenin and Strada Bogdan Voda. On its return joiirney the bus^ 
travels the same route to Strada Bogdan Voda and then continues via 
Strada I.V. Stalin and Strada Avram lanuc to the Iza river bridge. 


c* Following are interurban buses: 

1) Sighet - Bais Mare (twice daily). 

2) Sighet - Satu Mare (twice daily). 

3) Sighet - Petrova (twice daily).
